Laying Off Nothing New. 

Further evidence that the laying 
off of departmental help is no new 
thing in stringent times, appears in 
the same letter: 

“According to youn Lordships’ dir- 
ections, I have discharged the two 
government Apotheearics and shall 
jdischarge some of the Surgeons’ 
Mates that may be spared. As for 
the sawmill, we never had one board 
from it — {t has been a constant 
plague from the beginning. Thirty 
men have been kept there ever since 
the affair of the Indians. Gilman 
has behaved so ill I shall have to dis- 
charge him from all service.” 

The sawmill had been erected in 
1749 at Dartmouth, and the “affair 
of the Indians” was a raid staged by 
the redskins in September. of that 
year, in which they fell on a party 
of six, killed four, and carried off 
one. It did not end there, how- 
ever, Dr. Akins remarked that “the 
other escaped and gave. the alarm, 
and a detachment of rangers was 
sent after the savages, who having 
overtaken them, cut off the heads of 
two Indians and scalped one.” 

It was in this exciting atmosphere 
that the first Halifax Board of Trade 
was founded, but it had hardly 
come into existence before it was 
rendering service to the government. 
Dr. Akins, in his only reference to 
this important body, says that “in 
the month of August, 1750, three 
hundred and fifty-three settlers ar- 
rived in the ship Alderney; and in 
September following, 300 German 
protestants, from the Palatinate, in 
the ship Ann. The Governor in 
Council were embarrassed in provid- 
ing for their suppert, and found it

Making Two Sales Instead of One 


In these days of climbing overhead, profits come from decreasing cost 
per sale $.... ny better advertising to bring more people into the store— 
more unit sales and increased dollar value of sales. 

| The merchant's ‘rent, taxes, proprietor’s salary, clerk hire, ctc., and 
| {tems entering into his overhead are pretty wel] fixed and reduction in 
lcost is barely*possible, without lowering qaulity of service. 

The ‘average daily expense divided by number of sales per day gives 
the unit cost of sale—that is if the total yearly expense averages $20 
day and the averagesnumber of sales per day was fifty—the cost of 
ing each sale would be forty cents—whether it be a ten cent spool 
thread or a twenty-five dollar dress. 

Considering then that this unit cost of making sales 1s the same re- 
gardléss of dollar value, it ‘s evident the increase of size of sale lowers 
the percentage of sale cost. Personal effort, store policy, and store dis- 
play should be built around a definite policy of increasing the size of

of bread or a package of cake flour and then spend anything up 

to $5.00 for what the individual grocer might suggest.” a 

The most that any of these women shoppers spent on goods . 
suggested by a grocer was $1.60. Many were able to spend Jess 
than fifty cents, in face of the iact that each of these two hun- 
dred grocers could have sold $5.00 worth of goods if he had exer- 
cised sales initiative. ‘ 

(>) Many products are put up in two sizes—the smaller size inte: 
for those who are only testing the product with the Jarge size for those 
who are using it regularly. The larger size usually gives somewhat better 
value and saves the customer money, It is usually better to sell the larger 
package — better for. your customer and better for you — as while one 

65c sale may not seem as profitable as a 35¢ package today and ‘another 
three weeks hence, you might not get the second 35c sale. 

Place the customer's needs if possible on a plane above what may be 
in thelr minds If the customer says sugar and they usually buy in five 
pound lots, you say ten pounds? And you probably sell the ten pounds— 
same time—a trifle more string and paper bag. 

(c) The lines that are put up in one sized package also offer excellent 
opportunity for increased sales. Thread 3 spools instead of one—shoe 
laces halt a dozen or a dozen instead of a pair—tins of soup 10c, three 
for 27c—breakfast food three instead of one even if you cut a little on 
the larger quantity. Silk stockings two or three shades or weights, day 
or evening wear. Men's hose, two or three instead of a pair—much more 
comfort for the wearer—sell him also a better quality. Underwear, three 
suits instead of two to the advantage of the customer and your own.

On the morning of August 28, 1931, 


before an enthusiastic gathering of 
Supreme Lodge Officers, delegates 
and past dictators in Convention as- 
sembled, Director General James J. 
Davis performed the impressive 
ceremony of inducting Into office 
the Supreme Lodge Officers who 
had been nominated and elected two 


Into the high office of Supreme Dic- 
tator—the highest elective office in 
the gift of the Loyal Order of Moose. 

Congressman Zihlman was born 
October 2, 1879, at Carnegie, Penn- 
sylvania, and ts the son of Nicholas 
Zihiman, &@ native of Switzerland, 
and gulla Etzel Zihiman. 

Learned a Trade. 

At the age of eleven he entered the 
glass factory at Cumberland with his 
two brothers. The work fascinated 
him. Quickly he learned the trade 
of glass blowing, and he earned for 
himself many scoldings from the 
foreman because he. delighted in 
adding fantastic curlicues and other 
ornamentation to work that did not 
call for them. 

He followed: this vocation for 22 
years, quitting it in 1912 to take up 
the real estate business in his home 
town. But in the years of his fac- 
tory work his ‘agile mind was busy 
and he could not seclude himself, 
He brought notice to himself in the 
forces of organized labor. He be- 
came prominent as the spokesman 
and representative of labor organi- 
zations of hls home county and for 
five years was president of the Cen- 
tral Labor'Union of Cumberland.: 

Public Service. 

He was the first member of the 
Maryland General Assembly to de- 
clare for a direct vote for presiden- 
tial candidates in the primary, which 
is now a state law. The bill provid. 
ing for the creation of a Public 
Utilities Commission for Maryland 
found in him a ready champion. 

Mr. Zihlman was re-elected State 
Senator, serving in the sessions of 
1910, 1912, 1914 and 1916, becoming 
minority leader of the Senate 1914- 


At that time there came a demand 
that Mr. Zihiman extend his ac- 
tivittes in behalf of the people he 
represented and go to\Washington. 
Then occurred a strange happening 
that upset those plaris. In 1914 he 
was nominated as the Republican 
candidate for Congress. The elec- 
tion arrived with its interest and 
suspense. An immense vote was 
cast, But the returns showed Mr. 
Zthiman had lost by 742 votes. He 
could not understand it, for the vot. 
ers had promised him any amount

Bankers Believe Flow 
Will Soon Increase 


New York, May 28—The United 
states has lost roughly $100,000,000 
in monetary gold in the past ten 
days—the largest outflow since last 
autumn, when the British lapse 
from the gold standard sent other 
European central banks scampering 
for metal. 

Bankers express the view the Un- 
ited States should reconcile itself 
to a considerable further outflow 
during the next few weeks. For- 
eign’ central bank balances here are 
estimated at around $400,000,000 and 
these banks appear determined to 
take their funds home.
